ducers, said that if the General 
Motors strike continued through 
two more weeks it could cause 
major layoffs at its mills. 


A spokesman for Armco, a 


Middletown, Ohio, firm, said 
two of its plants were major 
suppliers to GM. He did not 
specify which plants and the 
numbers of men that would be 
affected by a layoff. 


In Pittsburgh, a spokesman 


for U.S. Steel, the nation's larg- 
est producer, said no major lay- 
offs were planned. He said there 
had been "steady revisions" of 
the work force but termed the 
cuts minor. 


Earlier this month, Jones & 


laughlin Steel Corp. said it was 
furlough ing some 4,000 workers 
at its Pittsburgh and Cleveland 
area works. Announcing the lay- 
offs, the firm noted that the 
auto industry accounts for about 
32 per cent of J&L's production. 


Bethlehem announced earlier 


this week it had laid off 900 
workers—flOO for one week and 
100 indefinitelz—because of a 
lack of orders.

State-College 
Dialogue Plan 


1$ Sought 


WASHINGTON (AP) - In an 


effort to establish a dialogue 
with college students on U.S. 
foreign policy, the State Depart- 
ment sent letters to the nation's 
1,648 
accredited colleges and 


universities soliciting invitations 
for campus visits. 


In the five weeks that have 


passed the department has re- 
ceived 272 replies, all from rela- 
tively small schools. 


"I'm told that's a good batting 


average, 
but 
percentagewise, 


it's not too high," said Assistant 
Secretary of State Michael Col- 
lins, head of the campus liason 
program. 


"All the responses we've re- 


ceived have been enthusiastic 
and there hasn't been one nega- 
tive one," he said in an inter- 
view. 


Collins, a former astronaut 


who joined the State Depart- 
ment 10 months ago, said the 
campus project was initiated by 
Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers. "When I was hired, he 
told me to get with youth." 


The program is one of several 


such Nixon administration pro- 
jects. The Justice Department 
has been sending representa- 
tives to campuses since Septem- 
ber. Earlier that month, eight 
young White House staffers vis- 
ited 27 campuses across the 
country. 


Collins said he hopes to mobi- 


lize 30 to 40 State Department 
officers to visit about 600 cam- 
puses within the next year. 


In replying to the department, 


a few campus leaders expressed 
doubt the visits would accom- 
plish anything 
tangible. 
But 


most said they would welcome 
State Department officials. 


"The students aren't excitable 


at this point," said William

Up 4 Per Cent 
CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) - A 


national study shows enrollment 
at colleges has increased 4 per 
cent over 1969 to 8.3 million this 
year based on estimates from 
564 colleges. 


Dr. Garland G. Parker, pro- 


vost of the University of Cincin- 
nati who compiled the study, 
said it indicated there were 2.1 
million freshmen, an increase of 
4 per cent. 


Parker, an authority on col- 


lege enrollments, will publish 
his annual enrollment study for 
the educational journal School 
and Society in December. 


The names of the colleges re- 


porting were not named, only 
designated as state universities 
and private institutions. 


The annual study was started 


at the University of Cincinnati 
in 1919. 


Despite the increases indicat- 


ed in colleges, Parker said en- 
rollments are "flattening out 
compared to the late 1960s." 


He predicted continued slight 


increases in the 1970s "but with 
over eight million already on 
college campuses, even slender 
increases will be massive in 
their cumulative effect."

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Food and Drug Administration 
today announced the first recall 
of a product contaminated with 
poisonous mercury —25,000 liver 
pills made from seals. 


The FDA requested the recall 


in nine states after inspectors 
found mercury levels in the pills 
60 times the safe level estab- 
lished for food: 0.5 parts per 
million. A half-part per million 
is comparable proportionally to 
a jigger of vermouth and a 
tankcar of gin. 


The seal-liver pills were man- 


ufactured by Randal Nutritional 
Products, Santa Rosa, Calif., 
and are sold in health 
food 


stores as a blood builder and 
mild laxative. 


The recall affects outlets in 


California, Washington, Oregon, 
Florida, Illinois, Oklahoma, Col- 
orado, Michigan and New York. 


An FDA scientist described 


the contaminated pills as a 
"possible, moderate health haz- 
ard." 


The pills were fashioned from 


the livers of seals killed on the 
Pribilof Islands southeast of 
Alaska in 1964. 


Randal freeze-dried the livers 


for storage and used them over 
the past six years to make 
1,250,000 pills, the FDA said. 


"Seal liver attracted my at- 


tention because it came from an 
animal most free of contami- 
nants," said Downing B. Ran- 
dal, president of the company. 
"You can just figure from this 
that there isn't any place in the 
whole earth that isn't contami- 
nated." 


Dr. George Y. Harry, director 


of the government's marine 
mammal biology laboratory in 
Seattle, said it is still not known 
how the seals became contami- 
nated. 


The seals, he said, migrate up 


and down the Pacific coast and 
possibly could have picked up 
mercury 
from industrial 
dis- 


charges. 


The seal contamination was 


the first finding of significant 
quantities of mercury in ocean 
fish and mammals, said Harry, 
"and it was startling." 


Abnormal amounts of mercu- 


ry have been found in water, 
fish and game birds in at least 
33 states. Commercial fishing 
has been curtailed 
in some 


states because of mercury pollu- 
tion. 


Harry said the government is 


checking other ocean fish and 
mammals following the seal 
finding. Some instances of mer- 
cury contamination —he would 
not say how many—have been 
found in other species.

Currently, municipalities may

In contrast, 
quorum courts have very lim- 
ited authority. 


Articles dealing with the mu- 


nicipalities grant them all local 
powers not specifically denied 
by a three-fifths vote of the 
General Assembly. 


Municipal authorities claim 


that a major drawback to their 
ability to cope now with mount- 
ing problems is that they are 
restricted to powers specifical- 
ly granted by the Constitution 
of 1874 or by the legislature. 


The proposed charter would 


give both municipalities and 
counties more taxing authority. 


Now, counties are limited to a 


5-mill tax for general opera- 
tions and a 3-mill road tax, 
which must be voted on every 
two years. 


Under the proposed constitu- 


tion, the counties could levy up 
to 10 mills for general opera- 
tions, but any tax over 5 mills 
must have the approval of the 
voters.

It was the second time in re- 


cent weeks that Torres has 
charged a ranking Army official 
with violating the military code 
in connection with action in 
Vietnam. 


The first petition accused 


Gen. William C. Westmoreland, 
Army chief of staff, of being 
guilty of any attrocities thai 
might have occurred at My Lai, 
contending that a commander is 
responsible for the actions of his 
troops even though he may not 
be aware of them. 


Resor 
dismissed 
those 


charges on grounds that West- 
moreland had no knowledge of 
the My Lai incident and was not 
present when the raid occurred 
on March 16, 1968. 


Abrams' headquarters in Sai- 


gon had no comment on the 
charges against him. 


Weltner said the charges were 


based on an Associated Press 
story, written from Chanh Luu 
by Peter Arnett, which ap- 
peared in newspapers of Aug. 
12, 1968. 


The 600-word story, which de- 


scribes what it calls "one of the 
many allied raids on one of the 
most stubborn Viet Cong vil- 
lages in Vietnam," in its first 
four paragraphs gave this de- 
scription of activity in the vil- 
lage on Aug. 11, 1968: 


"The people of Chanh Luu vil- 


lage squatted on their heels in 
the market place,'Watching im- 
passively. 


"The thud of fists on flesh in 


the rear room of one stucco 
house indicated that a battle- 
field interrogation was in prog- 
ress. An armed guard pushed 
an old man, his hair matted 
with mud, into the main village 
square. His daughter followed, 
tied to a rope behind him. 


"Rows of bound men 
and 


women crouched in an open 
storehouse. Some were mud- 
died. A few looked clean, wet 
and 
pale. 
They 
had 
been 


through the 'water treatment,' a 


favorite form of interrogation in 
Vietnam. Water is poured on a 
prisoner's face to make him 
talk. 


"Weapons and grenades were 


added to a growing pile in the 
center of the market place. Sen- 
ior

strode 


around, including the U.S. com- 
mander 
in 
Vietnam, 
Gen. 


Creighton W. Abrams ..."

Panamanian 
Engineer

PANAMA (AP) - An engi- 


neer charged with leading a 
Communist underground move- 
ment in Panama has taken re- 
fuge in the Panama Canal Zone 
and asked the United States for 
political asylum. An American 
spokesman said the State De- 
partment is studying the re- 
quest. 


The engineer, 
Panamanian 


national Gilberto De Arco, went 
to a police station in the zone 
Tuesday night with his Ameri- 
can attorney, Harry H. Allen Jr. 
Panama's military government 
had been looking for him since 
Saturday. 


The 
Panamanian 
National 


Guard, the country's army, said 
De Arco is "under the protec- 
tion of the status of political ref- 
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ugee, when in truth he is the 
leader of a band of terrorists 
who committed all kinds of 
criminal acts against property 
and the physical integrity of cit- 
izens." 


Asked if extradition proceed- 


ings would be initiated, a Na- 
tional Guard spokesman said: 
"We won't waste our time." 


The guard says the terrorist 


band carried out bank and casi- 
no robberies in which 
two 


guardsmen were slain and other 
terrorist acts as part of a plot 
against the regime of Brig. Gen. 
Omar Torrijos, the strongman 
of the government. The guard 
announced earlier this week 
that it had rounded up 29 per- 
sons in connection with the al- 
leged plot, and that two others 
trained in Cuba for subversion 
had been killed resisting arrest.

Poe says

schmidt agree that the contro- 
versial Buffalo River, part of 
which flows through the 3rd Dis- 
trict, should be protected and 
left as a free-flowing stream. 


But Poe blames 
Hammer- 


schmidt for permitting legisla- 
tion that would make the Buf- 
falo a national, protected river 
to dawdle in the House. Ham- 
merschmidt says he expects the 
river bill to be approved next 
year.

Coffee Addiction Part 
Of Our Drug Culture 


By LAWRENCE E. LAMB, M.D. 


Adults often ignore the fact 


that they are on drugs. Yes, 
we live in a drug culture. 
Everyone who uses coffee, 
tea, colas, tobacco and alco- 
hol is really using soft drugs. 
You can add to this the "go 
pills," most of the sleeping 
pills and the tranquilizers. 


Coffee isn't just a mild 


drug. It contains c a f f i n e 
which is a powerful stimu- 
lant to the brain. It can 
cause nervousness or make 
a nervous person more anx- 
ious. Using large amounts of 
coffee — five or more cups a 
day — contributes markedly 
to stimulating the whole 
body. This may increase the 
resting heart rate by as 
much as 20 beats per minute. 
In some people it may even 
cause irregularities of the 
heart. 


Dr. Oglesby Paul of Chi- 


cago reports that this much 
coffee is associated with a 
higher rate of heart attacks. 
Other investigators have re- 
ported increased outpouring 
of hormones from the adre- 
nal glands in young healthy 
men after drinking moderate 
amounts of coffee. These are 
the same hormones that are 
increased in stress and some 
think they contribute to ar- 
tery disease. Coffee also in- 
creases the amount of dan- 
gerous fats (triglycerides) in 
the bloodstream. 


A heavy coffee d r i n k e r 


often has "burning in the pit 
of the stomach." If the doc- 
tor doesn't think about this 
frequent cause, the patient 
gets expensive X rays of the 
stomach, gall bladder and 
sometimes the colon. These 
usually show nothing that 
would a c c o u n t for the 
patient's complaint. Eventu- 
ally, the doctor decides the 
patient is nervous and pre- 
scribes tranquilizers. The pa- 
tient goes home and washes 
d o w n tranquilizers w i t h 
several cups of stimulating 
coffee. Usually the problem 
will go away if coffee is 
stopped. 
Some people are 


particularly sensitive to cof- 
fee and even two cups a day 
can c a u s e them to have 
stomach trouble. 


Stopping coffee is easy. 


SHORT RIBS 


You can simply substitute a 
caffine-free product. You can 
get it in the freeze-dry form 
if you wish. If you have been 
a heavy coffee drinker and 
stop abruptly, you may have 
withdrawal reactions. These 
include excessive drowsiness 
and often a severe headache. 
The headache can be re- 
lieved with one cup of reg- 
ular coffee. 


For this reason I usually 


advise cutting down to one 
cup a day, then stopping cof- 
fee altogether — or using a 
caffine-tree product if de-

Agnew Loves 
Every Minute 
of His Tour

NEW YORK (AP) - 
Vice 


President Spiro T. Agnew says 
he has "loved every minute" of 
his 
controversial 
campaign 


travels this fall and has "rel- 
ished this assignment for Presi- 
dent Nixon." 


"No task any vice president 


has ever had could begin to 
measure up to mine this year in 
importance to the people of the 
United States," Agnew told a 
Navy League dinner Tuesday 
night in what was billed as a 
nonpolitical speech, but turned 
out to be anything but. 


After his one-night visit to 


New York, Agnew had cam- 
paign stops scheduled today in 
Albany, Ga., and Birmingham, 
Ala. 


Agnew's appearance here was 


planned before the vice presi- 
dent became a major issue in 
the state's three-way U.S. Sen- 
ate race by declaring that Sen. 
Charles E.'Goodell, R-N.Y., had 


read himself out of the GOP. 


Agnew aides said beforehand 


the appearance was not political 
and the vice president said he 
was checking "my political hat 
at the door." 


But Agnew made Goodell, 


who has become one of the Sen- 
ate's leading doves since he was 
appointed two years ago to suc- 
ceed the late Robert F. Kenne- 
dy, a major part of his lengthy 
argument for strong national 
defense. 


He began by saying that the 


Senate race, in which Conserva- 
tive James L. Buckley appears 
to be leading Democrat Richard 
Ottinger with Goodell running 
third, "seems to be going rather 
well." 


As he has previously, how- 


ever, the vice president stopped 
short of endorsing Buckley and 
said only that of the candidates 
"I oppose two and don't oppose 
one." 


He visited New York a day 


after Republican Mayor John V. 
Lindsay sharply criticized both 
President Nixon and Agnew for 
campaign tactics. 


Agnew did not say anything 


about Lindsay. 


In a reference to how he 


might "attract some attention," 
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Agnew said: 


"I think it's time I took my 


gloves off. No more of this Mis- 
ter Nice Guy stuff. Starting to- 
morrow I will try to switch off 
my low key approach and start 
calling a spade a spade. 


"Maybe then I can attract 


some attention." 


Agnew said that just a "one- 


seat change in the 
Senate" 


could save the antimissile de- 
fense system—ABM—next year, 
could "save America's prestige 
in the world by forestalling a 
runout" in Vietnam and "could 
block a crippling cut in national 
defense appropriations."

Johnson to 
Keep Out of 
Politics

WASHINGTON (AP) — Mrs. 


Lyndon B. Johnson says her 
husband has no intention of in- 
jecting himself into national pol- 
itics and won't be "harnessed 
and bridled into anything de- 
manding a schedule. 


"He is concerned for a few 


personal friends he believes in," 
but that's the extent of his inter- 
est in the current election cam- 
paign, Mrs. Johnson said in an 
interview. 


If asked his main occupation 


nowadays, Mrs. Johnson said, 
the ex-president is likely to re- 
ply: 
"I am trying to keep my 


grass green and keep my cattle 
fat." 


"Vastly relieved" that her 


783-page book, "A White House 
Diary," is now published, the 
former first lady said: "At the 
head of my docket now is learn- 
ing to play golf." 


Johnson needs a steady part- 


ner for the sport which he took 
up again this summer at Lady 
Bird Johnson Municipal Park 
near Fredericksburg, Tex. 


His own book is progressing 


well Mrs. Johnson said. But she 
doesn't expect it to be out until 
sometime next year because the 
publishers "probably would give 
mine a play for a number of 
months." 


Asked if Johnson might speak 


out in reply to President Nixon 
or Vice President Spiro T. Ag- 
new in the campaign, Mrs. 
Johnson said: "He doesn't want 
to inject himself into it. Except 
for being a very concerned citi- 
zen and voting for the people in 
our own area and being quite 
earnest about trying to improve 
our own area, I do not foresee 
any activity."

Trying to Get 
Students Into 
Building

LOS ANGELES (AP) — A 


year ago John Konwiser was 
stumped. A home building exec- 
utive, he wanted to interest high 
school students in going into the 
construction trades. He was 
drawing blanks. 


"We tried going into schools 


and giving talks," he says. "But 
the boys weren't responding." 


Then it occurred to him: Give 


them a taste of real construc- 
tion work—with pay. 


Konwiser arranged to provide 


a dilapidated old house for the 
boys to renovate and have jour- 
neymen from the home building 
trades instruct and supervise 
the work. 


The idea was the basis for a 


pilot 
project 
last 
February 


through June. It was so success- 
ful that Konwiser and fellow ex- 
ecutives now are working to 
spread it nationwide. 


Two dozen boys at Jefferson 


High, in a Negro working class 
district just north of Watts 
worked eight hours each Satur- 
day, transforming a 70-year-old 
house into a neighborhood show- 
place. 


This fall four such projects 


are under way, two in Los An- 
geles and one each in Santa Ana 
and 
Oakland. 
Others 
are 


planned for next year in Long 
Beach and Sacramento, Calif., 
and in Chicago and Austin, Tex.

WASHINGTON (AP) — One 


of every 10 high school academ- 
ic leaders contacted in a nation- 
al survey say they personally 
use marijuana. 


More than 22,000 youths 16 to 


18 years old in 18,000 private, 
public and parochial 
schools 


responded to the 70-question 
survey distributed by Merit 
Publishing Co., Northfield, 111. 


Recipients, all juniors and 


seniors, were top scholars and 
student leaders 
recommended 


by the schools, the sponsors 
said. 


When asked whether they use 


marijuana now, 10 per cent re- 
plied yes, 88 per cent said no 
and 2 per cent didn't respond. In 
answer to another question, 21 
per cent indicated that they 
would use it if marijuana were 
legalized. 


When asked whether they ap- 


prove of premarital sexual in- 
.JercQucse,, 5,per cent failed to 
respond, 53 per cent said no and 
42 per cent said yes. But 24 per 
cent of the respondents ducked 
the question when asked wheth- 
er they participated in sexual 
relations. Of those answering, 16 
per cent said they had and 60 
per cent said they had not. 


The sponsors said nine stu- 


dents were selected to write the 
questions, which ranged from 
Vietnam to drug use and nation- 
al politics to ecology.
